Nightingale by special messenger Dis- 
patches couched in felicitous phrases 
\\ ei e also received from other crownec 
heads of Europe and from persons o 
note in all parts of the world. 


Miss Nightingale is now a tall wom- 


an rather stout, with gray hair anc 
fine, open face 
Although a great suf- 


feier, she shows little trace of it 
Sh 


spends most of her time in reading 
Her room is littered with magazines 
newspapeis, writing paper, pencils anC 
letters 
She loathes anything in the 


form of publicity, and seldom grants 
an interview, but to anyone who seeks 
advice on questions affecting the in- 
teiests of the sick,or those who nursa 
them a heaity welcome and a word of 
encouiagement and counsel are always 
cheei fully accoided. She has a very 
comfortable home on one of the best 
streets in the "West End of London. 


Miss Nightingale, who owes her fama 


to her labors in reforming the sani- 
tary conditions of the British army, 
was bom at Florence in 182ci 
She vis- 


ited and inspected civil and military 
hospitals all over Eutope, studied with 
the Sisters of Charity in Paris th«, 
system of nursing and management 
carried out in the hospitals of that 
city, and, in 1851, went into tiaining 
as a nurse in the institution of Piotes- 
tant Deaconesses at 
Kaiserwoith, on 


the Rhine 
On her retuin to England 


she put into thorough woiking Older 
the samtanum for goveinesses in con- 
nection with the London Institution 
In the spung' of 1854 war was declai ed

RED MONSTER 


IS CAPTURED 


Miss Callahan's Assailant 


Safe Behind the 


Bars 


Verdi Bass, the red brute that as- 


saulted Miss CaJlahan Thursday is now 
safely behind the bars of the Washoe 
county jail, where he cannot escape 
and where lynchers can not wreak their 
vengeance upon him. 


The story of the crime is briefly this: 


Miss Callahan, a daughter of Matt Cal- 
lahan, the "Sage of Galena Creek," was 
walking 
near 
her 
home 
Thursday 


evening when she was accosted by the 
Indian. The latter first took fiom her 
some money she had in her hand and 
then attempted to overpower her. Miss 
Callahan is 22 years old and is an in- 
valid, but she resisted the red monster 
with all her powers, biting his hands 
to the bone. He repeatedly struck her 
over the face, bruising her painfully. 


Her strength was almost gone and 


the Indian gloated over his apparent 
success, when there appeared a neigh- 
bor at the turn of the road near them. 
The Indian released his hold and ran 
so rapidly that pursuit was out of the 
question. 


Sheriff Hayes immediately wired a 


description of the Washoe in all dhec- 
tions and with two deputies took the 
field. The Indian made 
his way to 


Carson, where he was airested by Con- 
stable George Grant and Sheriff Kmney 
on the description furnished. 
Sheriff 


Hayes went on to Carson and got his 
prisoner, whom he brought back last 
evening heavily shackled. 


Happily the arrest 'was not made 


near tho scene of the attempted out- 
rage, for a lynching bee would proba- 
bly have been the termination of the 
case for the neighborhood was thor- 
oughly aroused and in a mood to mete 
out summary justice.

Yet there 
rls an old saying which fairly applies to his case. The wise 


• -man sometimes changes his mind, the — oh, well, you know 


•-the rest." 


It is entirely safe to say that the writer of the foregoing 


.Trever bestowed an hour of intelligent thought upon the sil- 
•ver question in the course of his natural life. It is equally 
•safe to say that Mr. Bryan never made the statement in 
the manner and form as alleged. He has repeatedly said 
that iiis views on the silver question have undergone no 
cliange, but it is not at all likely that he ever said without 
qualification that his views never would change. 


But Mr. Bryan and all other champions of the white 


metal may be with perfect propriety say that no gold advo- 
•oa-te has ever yet made an argument in favor of that metal 
-which appeals to the intelligence of any man having the 
•slightest knowledge of the principles of monetary, science. 
ISTor have recent development any tendency to prove the 
-unsoundness of the bimetallic theory, as advocated by Bry- 
an, Teller and others, but quite the reverse. The improved 
•>condilions t'ollo\s'ing' the increased production of gold are 
.straight in line with what the bimetallists claimed would 
take place. The gold men always insisted that there was 
•plenty oC gold, that what was needed was more confidence. 
It is certain, however, that in financial affairs confidence 
,not based upon a sufficiency of money has been the cause 
•x>f all the great and destructive panics that ever brought 
ruin to any land. 


Even now with a large increase of money supply, strong 


•champions of the gold standard in fact nearly all of the 
-.national bankers, ate complaining that there is not money 
•enough to do the business of the country. 
A "day or two 


,ago ex-Secretary Gage wrote to the Banker's Convention 
in Texas viih reference to the question whether the 
.money supply is sufficient. lie said: 


"I answer the question, by e::t>rossing the very grave 


doubt '^nether it be adequate in volume and a clear con- 
viction that it is not economical in character. 
The provis- 


ion for supply ought to have reference to recurring neods, 
responding' in volume \\hpn occasions for the use of cur- 
rency ai e the greatest and retiring naturally as the re- 
•quirmenis grow loss exacting." 


He then proceeded to argue In favor of currency based 


-upon the general assets of the banks. 
Such talk as that is 


not calculated to convince Mr. Bryan or any other silver 
-man that the atgumenls in favor of bimetallism are un- 
bound. Neither will he be swerved from his views by being 
called a fool either directly or sneering implication. 


THE SILVER SITUATION 


•SB 
SPECIAL, dispatch to the San Francisco Call ascribe 


J % 
the recent rise in the price of silver to the operations 


of the Guggenheim Smelter trust, which it is said has prac- 
tically cornered the silver product o£ Mexico as well'as a 
goodly portion of the American output. 


There mdy be some truth in this. 
It does not seem 


possible for any single concern to make a complete corner 
on a metal which has so many souices of supply as silver, 
£>ut it can hardly bo denied that a trust formed for such 
•purpose might, for a time, materially enhance or depress 
-•the price by controlling a large part o f the regular output. 
Tt is a well known fact that the lead trust has for some 
years practically fixed the price of that metal. How much 
"longer it will be able to do so cannot be predicted with 
Any degree of certainty. 


But the Guggenheim's do not own all of the silver the 


;price of which they control or even the major part of it. 
They manage the matter some way through their smelting 
•operations. There was a time when it was to the interest 
of the smelter trust to depress the price of lead and it 
•was done. The time may come when this so-called silver 
"trust may see a profit in depressing tne silver market, but 
•at present its efforts seem to be on the bull side. 


This special also adverts to the purchase for the Phil- 


ippine coinage as an element of which the trust has taken 
advantage. This, however, is a small matter for only some 
four or five million ounces of silver have thus far been pur- 
chased for this purpose. Such an amount is a mere drop in 
the bucket. And, besides, as The Journal has already re- 
marked, these new coins will simply shut out an equal 
amount in Mexican dollars. If any additional demand for 
silver is created it m ust be of very brief duration for in 
the long run the Philippines cannot take any more silver in 
American coins than they can in Mexican dollars. 
Not 


so much in fact for this American coinage is executed upon 
a gold basis and is limited in amount by law. 
On the other 


"hand, tinder the old system Mexican d ollars could be used 
•with no limitation except that imposed by the limits to 
the volume of businss. 


Upon the whole, though, the silver situation is both pe- 


culiar and interesting. It cannot be seen where there has 
been much increase of demand in any quarter where rec- 
ords are kept. India and China have taken about a mil- 
lion dollars more since January first than during the 
«ame period of last year nearly two millions less than in 
3$ 01. Still the metal has scored a healthy advance. As 
long as it lasts it is water on our wheel and therefore the 
•longer it continues and the greater the rise the better it 


be for Nevada. 


CAPITAL AND MONEY 


T 


HAT' there is a wide difference between capita] and 


money is very clearly shown by the bids put in at 


London for the new Transvaal bond issue. 
The amount 


called for was thirty-five million pounds sterling, and the" 
amount offered is said to aggregate a billion' and a half, 
or seven and half billion dollars. This is nearly ten times 
the amount of actual money in the United Kingdom. It 
is nearly double the entire stock of gold in the world, and 
it probably equals the world's aggregate supply of gold 
and silver money combined, for there can be no doubt that 
the general estimates 'are much in excess of the actual 
amount. 


Still, every bidder must have felt that he could com- 


mand money to the full extent of his bid or he would not 
have made it. 
These bidders were among the world's 


greatest creditors, and they expected to draw the neces- 
sary funds from the debtors. In comparatively small sums 
this, of course, could be done, but it is obvious that to take 
even the amount called for, one hundred and seventy- 
five million dollars directly and immediately out of the 
channels of trade would create intense monetary strin- 
gency, and perhaps a panic. Indeed, we are told that so 
many of the bids were accompanied by certified checks 
as to cause a perceptible tightness in the money market. 


The point of the whole matter is .this: The world's en- 


tire stock of money would not pay one dollar on thirty 
of the world's indebtedness if the amount were all demand- 
ed at one'time. It is only by deferring payments and pre- 
venting too much of the indebtedness from maturing at 
once that the limited stock of money is made to suffice. 
This is the 'condition which produces panics. 


Only a very small fraction of these bids were based 


upon actual money in possession of the bidders. In the 
main they depended upon what the commercial world calls 
"credits" the most intangible and fleeting form of capital. 
Clearly there is room for a very large increase in the 
world's supply of actual money without doing any harm to 
business.
